A 
score of plants in several of the provinces 
are idle. The provinces have not been able 
to agree upon joint-action in arranging a 
settlement, nor in asking the national 
government to take action in their stead. 
Three-quarters of a national industry is 
therefore paralyzed, farmers are losing 
money in feeding stock which is ready for 
processing, and the country is facing a meat 
shortage. 

Meanwhile the leaders of the striking 
employes are asking the Dominion to inter- 
vene end appoint a conciliator. But the 
provincial authorities say they cannot 
“waive” their statutory jurisdiction and 
declare that provincial labor laws have been 
broken. 

Whatever wey may be found to let some- 
body do something to break the present 
impasse, it is plain that the provinces and 
the Dominion should agree between them 
who is to act when a future situation of the 
kind threatens to arise. And translate their 
decision into legislation which will leave no 
possible doubt in the matter. Industrial 
peace and respect for law require such 
action. 


The Law Still Stands 


The letter of “advice and warhing” which 
was sent to bakery firms by the Dominion 
commissioner for the investigation of com- 
bimes does not of course apply to bakers 
only. It was sent to them because bread is 
the most important item in the list of com- 
modities from which price controls have 
been lifted. What was said to the beakers 
must be taken as said also to those engaged 
in producing and distributing the other 
decontrolled lines of goods

The reputation of a statesman 
outside of his own country is often 
limited, nor does it always reflect 
a true picture of a man’s worth 
Many people at home liked Eden 
because he was good looking, well 
dressed, conservative and a Brit- 
isher who frankly liked the United 
States. I found him a hard-work- 
ing, unafraid Englishman who had 
spent his life in the service of his 
country. He was one of the best 
trained diplomats I have ever met 
He had no use for shoddy politics 
whether at home or abroad. His 
views and his judgment on public 
affairs were based on knowledge 
and on a high sense of duty.

| The 10 per cent of the population 
which suffers’ from allergies of 
major significance can be tempo- 
rarily aided by two important ““ugs 
now used throughout Canada, Dr 
Mervyn Huston, director, schoo! of 
pharmacy, University of Alberta, 
declared in an address to members 
of the Rotary Club Thursday after- 


noon 

IN HIS ADDRESS, “Are you 
Allergic? Dr. Huston stated that 
the two drugs—benadry! and ri- 
benzamine—are, “not miracle drugs 
pot perfect drugs. They do not 
produce a lasting cure.’ 

Despite present knowledge of! 
medicine, an allergy is still “hard 
to treat.” The best treatment, Dr 
Nuston said, is, if a type of food is 
the cause, then don't eat it 


Describing the cause of allergics, 
the speaker said an “antigen,” a 
given term, enters the blood stream, 
producing antibodies These cir 
culate and localize in the body, 
and when the antigens again unite 


with them, a toxic affect is caused 
resulting in hay fever, asthma or 
itch 


Treatment of allergies consists of 
breaking this chain reaction, he
